The Military Hospitals Commissi at 
Ottawa informs us that 2,081 soldiers 
were under its care at the beginnin of 
this month. Of course, 426 were at San- 
atoria for tuberculosis, and 1,616 at Cor- 


valescent Hospitals, 682 of the latter Lu- 
ing out-patients--while 39 members of 
the force were in asylums for tho insane. 
Of the 426 cases of tuberculosis, it may 
be added, almost exactly half were dis- 
covered in time to prevent them from 
leaving Canada for the seat of war. 


According to a statement prepared by 
the Militia Department, up to October 
5, 1916, the number of soldiers sent back 
to Canada because of medical unfitness 
was 6,608. Of these, 961 were suffering 
from wounds, shell-shock, or the effect 
of gas; 122 wore insane; 245 were afflicted 
with tuberculosis; while the remainder, 
4,880, were suffering from other diseases 
and disabilities,

ing on Sunday ‘‘because of the serious 
situation in Saskatchewan and Alberta 
from delayed threshing operations,’’ and 
asking the Attorney General to state his 
attitude to the Thatter go thut a statement | 
might be issued to the press that ‘‘under 
the circumstances threshing operations 
may be conducted without reasonable 
fear of prosecution.’’ 

The Deputy Attorney General wired 
as follows in reply: ‘‘Have advised that 
no flat wil) be granted on complaint un- 
til circumstances fully investigated in 
each case.’’ 

Without discussing the alleged action 
of the Minister of the Interior looking to 
the suspension of the Lord’s Day Act 
which is a part of the Criminal Code, 1 
would make the following comments up- 
on the situation, 

1. When the Parliament of Canada 
was considering the Act, it was suggested 
that a clause be introduced to allow Sun- 
day harvesting in inclement weather. 
This proposal was opposed by the wes- 
tern members, led by the Hon. Thomas 
Greenway, to a man, because, they said, 
it would result in an open Sunday in the 
western harvest fields, Jt was then 
enacted that each incident should be con- 
sidered on its merits whether it came 
under the exceptions relating to works 
of necessity and mercy, The Act thus 
fully provides for all cases of necessity. 

2. The policy of the Attorney General 
of Alberta in the past is indicated by the

‘Scots in Heroic Charge 


6,000 Out of 9,500 Lost in Battle of 
Loos, Says Churchill 


A story of the heroism shown by 
Scottish and other troops at Loos 
was told by Winston Churchill in the 
British House of Commons, He was 
referring to the disbanding of four 
Scottish battalions which had cover- 
jed themselves with glory at the front, 
jand. said: 


“The Ninth Scottish Division, 
which played a notable part in the 
battle of Loos, lost 6,000 in killed and 
} wounded out of 9,500 infantry, One 
jbattalion of Cameron Highlanders 
went into action with 850 strong with 
|30 officers, and the colonel and che 
adjutant and 110 men alone, who were 


survivors, took and held their objec- 
j tive. 

“Four successive lines were swept 
away, and the fifth went on without 
| hesitation, while two days later the 
remnant was asked to make an at- 
tack and they did it with the utmost 
elan and good spirit. 

“These troops,” Mr. Churchill went 
on, “1,200 selected out of a brigade of | 
4,000, swept over the parapets to the 
attack. You talk about the charges 
at Balaclava and the Fusiliers at Al- 
buera; even these deeds pale by these 
new divisions raised in the British 
army. Needless to say, no account 
j of these achievements, other than a 
|very jejune account published many

Can Utilize Sawdust 


Commercial Products Made From 
Waste at Sawmills 


Experiments by Dr. J, F. Davidson 
of the University of British Columbia 
have resulted in the discovery of a 
process of distilling sawdust waste by 
means of which tar, a light oil, ace- 


tate of lime and charcoal are obtain- 
ed. In the new process the gas pro- 
duced by distillation is carried 
through a pipe nine inches in diame- 
ter and twenty feet long. In the pipe 
is an electrically charged wire, which 
causes precipitation of the heavy par- 
ticles of tar. The tar, forty gallons 
for each ‘cord of wood distilled, is of 
medium consistency and marketable. 
The light oil, obtained in a water 
condenser, is immediately marketable 
for ore refining, -and the yield is 
twelve gallons to the cord of wood. 
Fighty pounds of acetate of lime are 
obtained for the pyroligneous acid of 
each cord of wood. Nine hundred 
pounds of charcoal are in the final 
yield,

Duvigneaud, one of the most famous 
oculists in France, that it was pos- 
sible to. save the sight of a man 
wounded: in the eye by grafting a 
portion of the cornea of another per- 
son’s. In her letter she said: 

“If you believe that there is one 
chance of success in a million, | will 
give you one of my eyes for a sol- 
dier who has lost his sight serving 
France. I would prefer to give my 
eye to one to whom it would be es- 
pecially useful, such as an inventor or 
an officer of great value. 


“If my offer is accepted, I shall 
consider myself under an obligation 
to you for permitting me to be of 
use to my country in the only way 
possible to me.”

SYNOPSIS OF COAL MINING 
REGULATIONS. 


SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH WEST 
LAND REGULATIONS 


HE sole head of a family, or any male 
over 18 years old may homestesd a 
quarter-section of available Dominion 
Jand in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Al- 
berta, Applicant must appear in person 
at the Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
Agency for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion’ Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on certain 
conditions, 

Duties---Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except where residence is peformed in the 
vicinity. 

In certain districts a bomesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre,

Sn surveyed territory the land must 
be described by sections, or legal sub- 
divisions ot sections, and in unsurveyed 
territory the tract applied for shall be 
staked out by the applicant himeelf, 

Each application must be accompan- 
ied by a fee of $5 which will be retunded 
if the rights applied for are not available 
but not otherwise. A royalty shall be 
paid on the merchantable output of the 
nine at the rate of five cents per ton. 

The pereons operating the mine shall 
furnish the Agent with sworn ceturns 
accounting for the full quantity of mer- 
chantable coal mined and pay the royal- 
ty thereon, Tf the coal mining rights are 
not being operated, such returns should 
be fuviiahad at least once a year,

This account 
which was written by dn officer o 
the German torpedo boat T-47, and-is 
published) under German admiralty 
auspices, breaks the news gently to 
the German people that the “vic- 
tory” was not such a wonderful vic- 
tory after all. 


The narrative contains a somewhat 
non-committal account of how Vice- 
Admiral von Hipper departed from 
his flagship in the middle of an en- 
agement, This is a fact that has not 
nitherto been disclosed, and the im- 
pression left by the manner of telling 
it is that his ship was sunk, There 
is also an attempt to explain why the 
Germans so speedily left the battle 
area and made for Wilhelmshaven, 
but the writer’s story is very con- 
fused and contradictory on this 
point. He continually speaks of the 
“serious” situation in which the Ger- 
man cruisers found themselves after 
Admiral Beatty began to hammer 
them and of the “serious damage” 
that was done co them. “Many of 
our boats were badly damaged,” he 
says, and he added that “from one of 
our vessels that could not be kept any 
longer afloat the crew were trans- 


ferred to another under incessant 
fire.” He also tells how “the little 
cruiser Wiesbaden” was set on fire 


and destroyed by the British shells. 
Then he refers to the way in which 
“the firemen and pumping. machine 
men are fully occupied on our larger 
ships”; how he sees a huge shell ex- 
plode on one of these cruisers and 
everything disappear in red flame, 

Significant reference is made to the 
fact that when Admiral Jellicoe came 
up he actually succeeded in getting 
the advance German ships between 
two tremendous fires, from which 
Vice-Admiral von Scheer only escap- 
ed by ordering the whole fleet to 
westward. He tries to describe the 
‘ensuing battle, but says the painter 
{has yet to be born who could describe 
it. What happened when night fell 
he does not know, but he felt how 
the ships were busy with their woun- 
ded, and how an English torpedo boat 
crept up and sent the Frauenlob to 
jthe bottom. That run for the shelter 
of home, which Admiral Jellicoe has 
described, must have been a terrible 
journey for the beaten Hun fleet, for 
this semi-official German account 
says: 

Our ships seem to traverse streets 
of fire. Engines had frequently to be 
reversed to avoid the oncoming tor- 
pedoes, in one of such manoeuvres 
the Elbing came into collision with 
a German ship of the line, and was 
so badly damaged that she could not 
be kept afloat. Huge fires illumine the 
darkness. Slowly damaged ships float 
past. No living crews are on board 
jthem, Masts and funnels have been 
blown away, decks swept clean by 
shell, and chicaeh great holes in their 
sides we get glimpses of consuming 
fires. We were all glad when dawn 
glimmmered in the east, and the hor- 
rors of the night were over. 


And such was the homecoming of 
the fleet which the Kaisér said had 
broken the sea power of the British 
and made proud Albion grovel. When 
we remember that this account has 
been doctored, pruned, toned down, 
and brightened up by the German 
admiralty, we get a pretty good idea 
of where the path of glory led the 
Huns.—Montreal Herald.

These offer a varicty of design 
to suit different tastes and different 
pockets, it may be said. The settler 
can choose a house which will cost 
him $2,000, but the payments will be 
made exceedingly easy, In all there 
are probably 8,000,000 acres of land 
held by speculators in the West; but 
apart from that there are literally 
hundreds of millions of acres of cul- 
tivable land lying idle over the West 
—not close to the tracks, of course, 
but good land which many have long- 
ed for so ardently that they have sat 
on the steps of the land office all 
night to be the first in the morning 
to get their application in. The C.P.R. 
is going on on its own account with 
the colony homes; but it expects that 
the Government will shortly outline 
a plan of a comprehensive nature 
which can be generally applied to the 
situation, 


Getting the Submarines 


Policy of Mystery Is Terrifying to 
the Germans 


The policy which the British have 
adopted of snaring, sinking or cap- 
turing German submarines and say- 
ing nothing about it, in order to af- 
flict the enemy with the dark mys- 
tery of the vessels’ disappearance, 
has bred a policy of mystery in the 
Germans themselves, The Bremen is 
always coming; but which Bremen? 
A keen Dutch captain, who is said 
to know a great deal, says that the 
British have already captured two of 
the merchant submarines, America- 
bound, bearing this name, and 
the Germans have still another on 
the way. If this is true, and the 
Germans keep sending out new Bre- 
mens,‘one of them may at last get 
across, and then the Germans will be 
able to say that “the Bremen got 
over safely.” The German authori- 
ties have played a game of mystifica- 
tion from the start. Manifestly the 
sending out of chartered tugs here 
and there, the reporting of the boat 
first at one place and then another, 
and so on, have been for the purpose 
of throwing the cruisers off the track, 
It is altogether probable that at least 
one of these under-water merchant 
vessels has been captured, and not at 
all unlikely that two have been thus 
taken. More than fifty German sub- 
marines have disappeared into the 
vast deep and have never come back. 
The British admiralty could account 
for most of them, but it will not. The

Water Supply in Sask. 


An Inexhaustible Supply of Water 
Can Be Had Almost Anywhere 


A schedule of 23 questions dealing 


of water supply in the Province of 
Saskatchewan was recently sent out 
by the Government of that province 
to approximately 1,800 persons, The 
Public Service Monthly, Regina, says 
concerning this: 


the interest taken therein is shown by 
the manner in which the schedules 
were returned, as alimost every one 
of them have veen filled out and sent 
in and evidntly much care and time 
has been expended in an endeavor to 
give as full information as possible. 
Special thanks are due to the many 
correspondents who have taken the 
trouble to add copious remarks, which 
in many cases have been found of 
much value in assisting the Statistics 
Branch to gain a thorough under- 
standing of the situation. 

“It has been clearly shown by this 
inquiry that underlying the praines 
of this province there is an inexhaus- 
tible supply of water and in compar- 
atively few places only is it found so 
deep as to make the expense of pro- 
curing it beyond the means of the

acrial locomotion, taking aeroplanes 
across from England to. France for 
delivery at the front, and:, gliding 
through the air at the rate, of 165 
miles an hour, shows the tremendous 
possibilities that are opened up by thie 
developments in aviation. 

The romance of aviation is bound 
up with two other romantic pages in 
the history of locomotion. The in- 
vention of the pneumatic tire for bi- 
cycles by Dunlop, and the birth of 
the motor car, with its internal com- 
bustion engine, paved the way fo- the 
coming of the aeroplane. For with- 
out the pneumatic tire the motor car 
| would not have made such strides in 
| Popularity, and without the motor 
(gasoline engine the heavier-than-air 
jmachine would have been stillborn. 
England was slow to enter the field 
of aviation until the motor had reach- 
ed a stage that offered every pros- 
pect of success. With characteristic 
energy Britain set about adapting and 
jimproving the ideas of French and 
American engineers and acroplane 
builders as soon as the machines had 
passed the experimental stage. ‘this 
war has given Britain the control of 
the air, a victory due to the splendid 
qualities of the British mechanic no 
less than to the dash and bravery of 
the British aviator. Canadians are 
winning their way to the front rank 
in the aviation corps at the front. At 
the close of the war these skilled 
aviators will not again settle down 
to the humdrum pace of the street 
cars. Canada_ will witness the com- 


ing of the acrial bus for passenger 
service on the Great Lakes and else- 
where.—Toronto Globe.

_In the event of an aircraft raid a 
Scout's duty consists of assisting in 
rescue work, procuring equipment 
from nearest troop headquarters, 
sending for police and other assist- 
ance, calling attention to dangers 
from explosives and cables, giving 
first-aid) assistance and performing 
humerous other duties.

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Further Military Successes Required 
to Break the Obstructive Will 
of Germany 

We quote the final sentences of a 
document which, being prepared pri- 
marily for influencing opinion in neu- 
tral countries, has not found publica- 
tion in our ordinary press, After a 
rehearsal of the necessities which 
brought the Allies into conflict with 
the German claims, and which com- 
pel us to continue fighting until 
Prussian militarism is destroyed, the 
signatories of this document, amongst 
whom we note consistent supporters 
of our cause, such as Mr, Archer, 
Professor Gilbert Murray and Pro- 
fessor Hobhouse, give the following 


account of our national demand: 
“When our ministers spoke of des- 
troying Prussian militarism, the 


meant the ending of a system whic 
has compelled all Europe to arm, and 
now to send all its sons to die in 
millions, That system can be ended 
as soon as Germany is ready to ac- 
cept what most other nations 
long desired, the settlement of inter- 
national question by peaceful arbitra- 
tion or co-operation in council, and 
not by the open or secret menace of 
the sword.” 

Here, it seems to us, is the clear 
statement of the first condition of a 
settlement. It is not certain that any 
military victory, howevet decisive, 
can in itself bring the ending of the 
Prussian system, or can even compel 
the German people to desire its end 
instead of desiring to foster it for 
some distant revenge. It is probable 
that further military successes for 
‘the Allies will be required to break 
{the old obstructive will of Germany. 
|But there are signs that, with the 
gigantic loss of life she has sustained 
and with the certainty of further dis- 
lasters staring her in the face, she 
\is ripening for a repudiation of all 
{her conquests.” If Germany could 
|be brought to such a definite repu- 
|diation, and to a clear expression of 
{her willingness to enter suchea Euro- 
pean system as is proposed, a pre- 
liminary basis for negotiations would 
have been reached. e should then 
be some distance from conerete terms 
of settlement.—The Nation,

Medical Men Now Recognize 
Physiological Importance 
ef Salt 


The preservative, the cleansing and 
the soothing effects of salt have been 
known for ages. To this extent and 
with some recognition of existing 
| practice, the use of -saline solutions 
in British military hospitals is not 
new, says the New York World. The 
interesting points are in the evolution 
of salt to the position of a sole heal- 
ing agent, and in the method of ap- 
plication by a constant stream which, 
in a single flowing washes the wound, 
guards it from infection and contri- 
butes healing power. 


An ancient and common household 
article thus supplants, after the in- 
itial disinfecting, the highly scientific 
antiseptic appliance of the day. 

This elaboration of an old remedy 
recalls to mind the medical stir which 
followed in 1901 the publication from 
the University of Chicago, by Dr, 
Jacques Loeb and Prof. D. J, Lingte: 
of the theory that a solution of com- 
mon salt in the blood, neutralized by 
calcium and possibly potassium salt 
solution, was the cause of the rhyth- 
mic beating of the heart.

Government Commission Will Inves- 
tigate Grain Seed Conditions 


Nothing is of more importance to 
the western farmer than he shoald 
have good seed. If he has poor seed, | 
no matter how early the season or} 
how propitious are the growing con- 
ditions, his crop cannot be good. 

The department of agriculture of | 
the Dominion Government has always 
paid great attention to this question 
of good seed and testing laboratories 
are provided at many prairie points 
to which farmers may send samples 
of their grain so that its germination 
qualities may be determined. All, 
these precautions, however, are based 
on the premise that there is good seed 
available in the country, as there gen- 
efally has been, 

This year, however, it is stated that 
owing .to the poor crop in the north- 
ern part of the United States our 
neighbors across the line will be com- 
pelled to come to Canada for a great 
proportion of their supply. It is fur- 
ther said that there are already agens' 
from the United States in the Can- 
adian West for the purpose of buying
